BRITAIN TO BUY 
U.S. SECURITIES 
eis McKenna Says 


Plan to Mobilize Ameri- 
ean Stocks Is Urgent. 


LONDON, Dec. 13.—The British gov- 
ernment has decided to purchase Amer- 
ican securities, paying for them in five 
year 5 per cent exchequer bonds. ~ 
The chancellor of the exchequer, Regi- 
nald McKenna, made this announcement 
in the house of commons today. He said 


American dollar securities as were suit- 
able at the middle American price of the 
day, without brokerage or commission. 

Mr. McKenna assured the house of com- 


the American market in connection with 
mobilization of American securities or to 
injure American financial interests here. 
He believed there was available a suffi- 
cient amount of securities to maintain 
exchange with New York. 


Plan Is Entirely Voluntary. 

The plan for mobilizing American se- 
curities, he said, was entirely voluntary. 
Estimates of the amount of American 
anf Canadian securities held in this coun- 
try varied, he continued, from three to 
four hundred million pounds to as high 
as seven or eight hundred million pounds. 

Mr. McKenna added that he antici- 
pated no difficulty in raising on voluntary 
terms such loans as the state might re- 
quire. 

In presenting his plan Mr. MgKenna 
began with a reference to the increase in 
British Mabilities in the United States. 

“The most inveterate pessimist would 
not dispute our capacity to.meet these 
obligations, provided our assets were 
made Mquid and we were given itme,”’ he 
continued. “We have immense re- 
scurose. 

“ Despite the large amounts which are 
being eatned by shipping and the large 
amounts paid in dividends and interest 
these sums aré insufficient to restore the 


‘balance of trade which ts now against 


us. In order to meet our liabilities in the 


the ordinary course of trade. 

“TI eve conferred with ineurance and 
trust ¢ompanies which are iarge holders 
of the desired securities. They fully ap- 
proved the plan.” 

Must Mobilize Securities. 

Anticipating criticism of the scheme as 
too generous, Mr. McKenna said: 

“The offer to give British credit in ex- 
change for American securities at cur 
rent market prices can only be justified 
by the absolute necessity for mobilizing 
our American securities in order to meke 
them of the utmost value to the nation as 
a whole. ‘ 

“ While American securities today heve 
a good price, it is trae that British securi- 
ties, owing not to any fallure of credit, but 
to our having such large tw 
meet, are comparatively low.” 

In closing he declared impressively: “I 
look upon the acceptance of my proposals 
‘as a matter of urgency.” 

After Chancellor McKenna concluded 
his speech the house of commons passed 
the second reading of the bill empowering 
the government to mobilize American and 
Canadian securities.

LONDON, Dec. 18—Field Marshal Sir 
John French sends the following report 
from the British front in France: 

Last night we blew up a mine in front 
of Givenchy and occupied the crater. 

Today there was considerable activ- 
ity at various points on the front. We 
bombarded the enemy's posittons east 
‘of Ypres and in the neighborhood of 
Frelinghien and sheiled with heavy 
howitzers an enemy mine sbaft north 
of La Baserce canal. 

In the neighborhood of the Somme 
there wes some fighting with trench 
mortars and rifle grenades.

The reports of the secretary of war and the 
retary of the navy have appeared within the last 
few days. Their main recommendations had been 
published before their formal appearance, and have 
been discusséd, those of Mr. Garrison at some lengt> 


One fact common to both, however, must chal- 
Jenge attention and grave consideration, more ag- 
gressively even than when the administration defense 
plans first transpired. That is the inadequacy of 
their immediate preparations. 

The war department proposes an increase of 
80,000 men all told in the standing army, and lays 
its chief emphasis on a problematical new force of 
volunteers, which there are sound reasons for think- 
ing will not be forthcoming. Secretary Daniels pro- 
poses what he calls a five year building program, 
which is, so far as completed ships are concerned, 
an eight year program. Accepting the very mod- 


the number of capital ships, the Daniels program 
distributes their construction as evenly as possible 
over the five year period, providing for the construc- 
tion of two battleships and two battle cruisers the 
first year instead of four battleships and three 
battle cruisers, as recommended by the board. The 
Daniels program provides for the immediate build- 
ing of five fleet submarines and twenty-five coast, 
as against the general board’s two and twenty, re- 
spectively, and the total expenditures proposed are 
$57,000,000 according to the Daniels plan and $96,- 
700,000 according to the general board plan. 

Tu» & believes that as the army general 
staff has been unduly restricted in their considera- 
tion of our land defense needs, so the general board 
of the navy has permitted itself to become unduly 
discouraged by the long course of neglect from 
which it has suffered and has been too conservative 
in its present recommendations. But when Secre- 
tary Daniels imposes upon its moderate recom- 
mendations other limitations of expediency we have 
a most unsatisfactory result. | | 

Secretary Daniels declares that “ nothing is to be 
gained by the expenditure of millions of dollars in 
the haste of threatened war or in the panic of war,” 
which is a truism congress and the American people 
have riever paid any attention to, despite staggering 
lessons in wasted blood and treasure. But set up’ 
the Garrison plan and the Daniels plan in the light 
of the nation’s present situation, and what becomes 
of Secretary Daniels’ consistency? At this time, at 
this moment, with the sound of Mr. Wilson’s seem- 
ing ultimatum in our ears, can we accept the ex- 
pediences, the radical compromises, the inadequate

OUR ONE MILITARY TREATY. 


B. L. T. suggests that if, as the king of Greece 
put it, Germany demanded Boston or Seattle as a 
base of attack upon Canada, the United States, if 
it had pledged its word to support Canada, would 
keep its word, .regardiess of consequences. Prob 
ably, although if the United States were no larger 
than Oanada and Canada had 100,000,000 inhab- 
itants, we'd say possibly, and say that hesitatingly. 
The thought of our probable or possible rectitude 
and sacrifice is unction, and costs nothing.

The French expressed their sentiments by attack- 
ing our commerce in a war that wasn't a war, and 
congress in 1798 abrogated the treaty which the 
nation had not fulfilled. That is our complete his- 
tory in military alliances.

SMELTERS AND HEALTH. 
HE Selby Smelting and Lead com- 
pany’s plant is loeated In Solano 
- gounty, California. The people for 
several miles around complained 
so much for several years that in 
1905 the authorities began suit against 
the smelter. In 1908 the courts held that 
the emelter was harming the people of 
the surrounding country and enjoined 
them from doing further injury. By 1912 
this decree had been confirmed by the 
Supreme court and went into effect. In 
1913 the people complained so much that 
the injunction was being disobeyed that 
the authorities and the company officials 
agreed to leave the question on its meri 
to a commission of experts. | 

The experts got to work in June, 1913, 
and finished in September, 1914. Their 
report has just been issued by the bureau 
of mines. ‘ * 

There are several points of interest in 
this controversy. The improvements 
sought were secured much more prompt- 
ly and at much less expense than by ordi- 
nary court processes. The facts gathered 
and the conclusions arrived at are of 
value to others, The ex parte testimony 
as to fact and opinion given in an ordl- 
nary suit is not highly esteemed. 

The commission finds that the people 
were being harmed by the operation of 
the plant prior to the injunction.

O the ever growing list of titled 
American women who have become 
widows since the beginning of the 
present war must now be added the 
name of Lady Ellenborough, whose 
husband, very much older than herself, 
has just been gathered to his fathere in 
hie seventy-fourth year. 

As he left no children by the marriage, 
the Ellenborough barony and property 
pase to the late lord’s only brother, Col. 
the Hon. Cecil Law, a veteran of the Af- 
ghanistan and South African wars and 
who, although disqualified by age from 
serving at the front, has done good work 
in recruiting men for the army and in 
training them for the field. He is mar- 
ried and has a son of the name of Henry 
(now 25 years of age and serving at the 
front) to inherit his honors, : 

The widowed Lady Ellenborough owns 
‘a very large amount of property at Pitts- 
burgh, Pa., a city of which her mother 
was in her day one of the wealthiest of 
heiresses. During the course of that 
lady's vihit to Montreal one January for 
the winter sports she met a young officer 
of the rifle brigade of the name of Edward 
Schenley, whose regiment was stationed 
et Halifax, and they fell tn love. As the 
eubaltern was under 20 and the gir) had 
but recently celebrated her seventeenth 
birthday, objectione were raised by her 
parents on the score of the youth of the 
lovers, who thereupon took matters into 
their own hande and meade a runaway 
match.

Edward Schenley quit the British army 


at Pittsburgh, thenceforth dividing his 
time between the United States and Eng 
land.

He had all sorts of adventures tn con- 
nection with the blockade running in the 
American war of the union, also tt chas- 
ing slavers on the east coast of Africa 
and In the Red sea, hunting down pirates 
in the China seas, was captured by Greek 
brigandse near Marathon and held for ran- 
som, and commanded the naVa) brigade 
in the Ashanti war of 1878. 

He had other American affiliations be- 
sides tis marriage to Mise Scheniey of 
Pittsburgh, for one of ‘the members of 
his family, Thomas Law, was the hus 
band of theeldest daughter of John Parke 
Custis, stepson of George Washington.

TWO POINTS FOR THE TEACH- 
ERS’ FEDERATION, 

Board of Education Rooms, Chicago. 
Dec 123—[Editor of The Tribune.J— 
There are three points in connection with 
the so-called Loeb rule which are not 
clear the public. One is that the rule 
goes much further than prohibiting the 
affiliation of teachers’ organizations with 
labor unions. It also distinetly prohibits 
teachers from belonging to any organisa- 
tion whiag has as its business agent any 
one who is nota teacher. How a person 
who Ie actively engaged in teaching could 
find time also to be a business agent is 
something I have never been able to 
fathom. 

The second is that the rule prohibits 
teachefs of trades from belonging to their 
own unions. For example, a teacher of 
woodworking in the Lane Technical High 
school would, according to thie rule, have 
to give up his membership in the particu- 
lar woodworking union of which he wasa 
member. A teacher of printing would 
have to quit the printers’ union. 

The eMillation of teachers’ organiza- 
tions with labor organizations is not a 
new development. Organizations of 
teachers have been affiliated “with the 
Chicago Federation of Labor since 1002. 
At that time Miss Jane Addams presented 
the arguments for and against to the 
teachers. Her conclusion wae that affilia- 
tion was a move in the right direction. 

It must be remembered that at that time 
the teachers were a great dea! more help- 
less than they are now. This was before 
the days of suffrage, which has made it 
much easier to get public opinion te bear 
on any question affecting women workers. 
The great body of our teachers are 
women. 

If the question were a fresh one there 
would be a serious doubt in the minds of 
many of ue who oppose the Loeb rule as 
to the advisability of the teachers now 
affiliating themselves with labor organt- 
zations. There is much to be sald op both 
sides, At least the question is clearly 
open to argument. 

This, however. is a different question 
from severing a relation which has ex- 
isted for thirteen years satisfactorily to 
all parties concerned (including the pub- 
lic) and without any protest whatever up 
to the time of the present agitation.

Capt. L. L. Lane, a veteran of the Arctic, 
whaler, trader, and miner, will be his 
partner in the undertaking.

Mrs. Gertrutle Howe Britton, member 
of the school board, hinted strongly at 
the abolishment of the vocational school, 
which was Mre. Ella Flagg Young's fa- 
vorite institution. % 

‘Tt is time we find out if we are wast- 
‘Ing the city’s money andthe time of the 
pupils in preparing children for work 
which has no market.” 


Calls It Suicidal. 3 

Victor Olander, secretary of the State 
Federation of Labor, explaimed tersely 
that it would be suicidal for the unions to 
permit the wholesale invasion of schoo! 
children to specialized fields of skilled 
labor. 

“The unions have had a long struggle 
to obtain a good wage,” he said, “ and 
they must impose restrictions on appren- 
tices to keep their earning capacity up.
